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i MINTMASTER’s QUILL: An Editor’s Prerogative 
My Numismatic Neighbors, 


Hello! It is the differentiating characteristic of those who care and have compassion to remember those who 
can no longer enjoy that care and compassion. Thus, it is fitting, and it is even obligated, that I remember and respect, 
here and now, my first and still foremost numismatic mentor, William Frealin ‘Bill’ Cummings (1902-1980). 


Bill passed away twenty-five (25) years ago on September 12, 1980, just twenty minutes or so after my final 
visit with him at Vallejo, California’s Kaiser Hospital. Twenty-five (25) years is a long time, and enough years, to some 
readers, to long forget and ‘get-on-with-one’s-life’. True. But, 1 am speaking of a mentor, someone who assisted me to 
be where I am today. That cannot be dismissed in days, weeks, months, or years. It is the characteristic of those who 
do care and do have compassion to never forget and to remember. This is why I write this here and now. 


Bill was a mentor. His lessons were short and simple, neither elaborate nor lofty. His lessons did not inspire, 
for inspiration must come from a variety of influences. His lessons did not ignite, for that must be personal. Rather, 
his lessons, and these were few, came from quiet sharing and thought, not eloquent arguments and superior reason. 


Trust. Bill’s first lesson was trust. A simple scribbled IOU or a handshake was all that was need to 
confirm a transaction. He trusted me to pay, and he trusted me to be honest. We always were. 


Devotion. Bill’s second lesson was intensity. He loved coins, and stamps, too. He once shared that he 
could stay-up all night and go through an entire old Mason jar of coins, one-by-one. 


Friendships. Bill would walk into any meeting of the Vallejo (California) Numismatic Society or Vallejo 
Stamp Club, and then a long line of members and visitors would come by where he sat----and he always sat in the 
same seat and table----and say their greetings and share their updates. 


Stamps and Coins. Bill was among the last dual hobbyists who found plus practiced and preached 
equal enjoyment with and in both stamps and coins. He was a Charter Member of the both the Vallejo Numismatic 
Society and Vallejo Stamp Club. 


Listen. Bill, who had a fair share of experiences, once remarked----and a mentor only has to say a 
lesson once----that always listen and then learn what you might believe may be wrong as well as right. 


Not all of these lessons have much to do with our hobby, but a mentor does not just instruct on our hobby: 
he or she should instruct on life and living. 


Bill and I were so different. I was in my 20s, fresh from college. He was in his 70s. I was already a card- 
carrying Republican. He was an old New Deal labor advocate. I was trained to teach. He had been a steam locomotive 
fireman----the old style with a large shovel----and engineer. I remained single. He had been married thrice. He 
watched seven (7) weekday morning soap operas straight through. I watched the news, if any television. His jokes 
never required profanity. I needed soap to wash my month. Our contrasts continued. 


But, it was numismatics, and philately, that brought us together and united us into friendship, which we 
shared only brief five or so years. Only Five Years. Yet a mentor does not need decades to inspire and to ignite. 


Bill’s other lesson, or maybe hope, was a passing comment, and I cannot remember when or where or even 
why he remarked it. He remarked that “I would go far”. That is all. 


“Bill, I have yet to go far. But, our brief years together remain only the start. I have yet to go far, but I shall”. 


_ “Bill, our sovereign Mintmaster, shall bless us again to meet. We still have tales and ti 
meantime, as you instilled, ‘remember, have fun with your hobby’ “.

The Northern California Numismatic Association ‘President’s Medal’ 
Instituted August 9, 2005 


Article I---Rationale 
Whereas the Northern California Numismatic Association (NCNA), in adhering to its purposes, knows the need for 
recognition to those who enhance and advance the Association and/or numismatics here in northern California, whereas 
the Association wants to reward its diligent and devoted Individual Members as needed, and whereas an additional 
honor is needed along with the esteemed and coveted ‘Ron Miller Memorial Award’, the ‘Miller Medal’, the Northern 
California Numismatic Association (NCNA) hereby establishes and endows plus grants its President the power and 
prerogative to present and to bestow a perpetual recognition titled the ‘President's Medal’. 
Article II---Medal 

i; The ‘President's Medal’ shall be a uniface off-medal, golden bronze, having the Association’s well-known 
Gold Miner logo as the obverse and the reverse blank for engraving of this wording: PRESIDENT’S MEDAL, full and 
proper name of recipient (which may be shorten for space and engraving needs), and date of presentation (which may be 
done in numerals). 


2. Recipients of a ‘President's Medal’ shall be listed and published as ‘President’s Medal Recipient’. 

a Only a uniface golden bronze engraved medal shall be presented, and it shall not include any certificate, 
citation, small plaque, or trophy. The ‘President's Medal’ shall be housed (mounted) in a suitable coin/medallion holder. 
4. The number of ‘President's Medals’ shall not exceed five (5) per calendar year, and all such Medals presented 


must be dated and done within the calendar year. Neither the President nor the Association shall be obligated nor 
compelled to present any number of ‘President's Medals’ in any given year. There shall be no ‘carry-over’ into follow- 
ing years if less than five (5) were presented in a previous year. 

¥ The Board of Directors may direct the President to present a ‘President's Medal’, at any time and for any 
reason and onto any person, and such Medals so directed shall not be count into nor be deducted against the five (5) 
maximum per calendar year. 


6. Only the Board of Directors may authorized additional ‘President's Medals’ over the five (5) maximum. 
Article IlI---Eligibility and Criteria 

1. The decision and action of presenting a ‘President's Medal’ shall be the right and responsibility of the Presi- 

dent, but only during his time and term of office and only if done and dated before his or her term and time ends. 

2. The decision and action are understood to be in the judgement of the President, guided by this Policy along 


with requests and recommendations from the Board of Directors as well as solicitations and suggestions from the 
membership, both Individual and Club Members. 

3) Although no specific eligibility and criteria have been denoted, the President, in his or her judgement and 
choice, shall recognize only the Association’s Individual Members and/or other numismatic participants, whose devo- 
tion and diligence are, and have been, repeatedly exemplary, long-standing, dedicated, and generous. 


4, A President cannot present any such Medals unto him or herself nor to his or her family or relative. 
A Couples, husband and wife, may be honored, and as such be counted as one (1) Medal presented. Only persons 
may be recognized, not organizations nor identities. 
6. Posthumously presentations are to be avoided, save in the most extraordinary circumstances. 
Article [V---Procedure 
l. Since this Medal is the right and responsibility of the President while he or she is the Association’s President, 


he or she, or his or her designate, shall be the one to present and to bestow, as convenient and required, but in a manner 

fitting and proper to the Recipient and the Association. 

i All ‘President's Medals must be dated and done within the calendar year, and no ‘carry-over’ shall be allowed. 
Article V---Provisions 

This ‘President's Medal’ shall be perpetual, and it shall be a authorized recognition of and by this Association. 

No person shall ever be presented more than one ‘President's Medal’ by the same President. 

The Association’s Board of Directors shall enjoy absolute and final authority and supervision of this Medal. 

. The Association shall exercise any and all powers to protect and to maintain the integrity, uniqueness, and 

quality of this Medal. 

~F The Association for posterity and publication shall maintain a permanent and complete record and roster of 

this Medal, and periodically publish a roster listing the Recipients’ full and proper names, the date of presentations, the 

venue of presentations, and the President. 
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6. These ‘President's Medals’ shall not misconstrue nor misrepresent the similar engraved ‘7Joken of Esteems’, 
that are for appreciation and gratitude rendered for the Association’s events and its Nor-Cal Shows. 

a0 A quorum for motions and votes concerning this Medal shall be declared in the Association’s Bylaws. 

8. This Policy, as adopted and amended, is declared and interpreted as a Standing Rule of the Association, and the 


Association’s Bylaws shall govern.
